Patterson was sentenced to hang with 
Turner, but a weak alibi brought him a stay of 
execution. Yesterday Turner made a last con- 
fession, exonerating Patterson from all con- 
nection with the crime.

ouse were very high the Comptroller notified 
the Commissioner of Public bulldings of the 
fact. He called the attention of the Janitors 
at the Court-house to the big bills and@they 
told him to go to, completing the Shaks- 
— quotation with a modern addition. 

hey were not appointed by him. Chairman 
Stone said he had also made an inquiry and 
learned that the city gas bills 
are just as high now as they 
were before the decrease in the price of gas. 
At the City Hall the only consumption of gas 
is in the Council Chamber, House of Delegates 
and one small room in the dispensary depart-

After asseuting tothe statements that 
the proposed expenditure was unnecessary, 
Mr. Stone voted against the motion. After 
swallowing the $3,750 item the committee 
strained at an item of $250 for repairing Benton 
Park fence. It was finally allowed. 

An increase of $2,000 was made on the Forest 
Park appropriation. Mr. mys moved that the 
Hyde Park appropriation be cut down $00. 
This carried, and was the first saving made 
against an Increase of $2,0000n the Forest 
Park appropriation. After several attempts to 
cut down the appropriations Mr. Hays said: 
It seems that everybody has friends in all 
this matter, and there is no use trying to cuy 
down these estimates. I move that only $1,230 
be allowed for Lyon Fark.“ This motion 
carried over a protest from Mr. Welsenburger, 
who relates a most remarkable case of a gen- 
erous street sprinkler. ‘‘I want to see that 
street sprinkler down there paid.

On examining the accounts it was ascertained 
that Tower Grove Park has cost the city 3746,- 
000. The appropriation for the next year is 
$25,000 and can not he cutdown, asthecity is 
obliged to contribute this amount annually. 

Mr. Weisenburger moved that $20,000 be 
added.to the macadam street-cleaning fund, 
which is now $380,000.

Hays said the big argument in favor 
of aved streets was that they 
woul not cost much for cleaning and 
repairing. In the ä case he saw an op- 
portunity to put this argument to the test and 
to only appropriate $40,000for the sweeping. 
Mr. Welsenburger protested that it could not 
be done. Mr. Hays replied that he 
had a very firm conviction that the af- 
fairs of this city and all other cities 
were extravagantly managed and that a 
private individual could administer the 
affairs of the city for

with big profits. This notion extended not 
only to the contracts for sweeping the 
streets, but to all branches of the city 
wovernment. He accordingly pressed his 
motion to reduce the estimate. Messrs. Stone 
Hays and Sullivan voted forthe motion an 
Mr. Weisenburger ainstit. It was then de- 
cided to adjourn uttl 10 a. m. to-morrow, when 
the sprinkling appropriation of $105,000, made 
by the Council, willbe reached, as well as the 
Recorder of Voters appropmation. The ac- 
tion of the committee on these items will be 
watched with great interest. The bill cannot 
be reported to the House before next week.

In two weeks the amount 
needed must be raised in order to enable 
the committee to enter into the 
contracts for the work that will have to be.

CONFECTIONS OF BLOSSOMS, 


Violets, Rose Leaves and Orange Flowers 


Preserved to Be Eaten. 


From Harper’s Bazar. 


Confections of violet blossoms, rose 
leaves and orange flowers are among the 
other achievements of the creole house- 
keeper—fitter food, one would think, for 
fairy elves and tricky sprites than for dull 
mortals. The flowers having been freed 
gently from dust are put into wide-mouthed 
jars, with alternate layers of cut-loaf 
sugar and tightly sealed After three 
days the moisture in the flowers, combin- 
ing with the sugar, makes asyrup,and the 
jaris put, uncovered, into a vessel of 
water and allowed to boil gently until 
thoroughly heated. The color and flavor 
of the blossoms are thus retained. It 
must be admitted, however, that a refined 
palate is necessary to appreciate the del- 
icate flavor of these culinary conceits.

To one pound of loaf sugar put a 
half teacup of water; set it overa mod- 
erate fire and boil. Skim it, and when it 
has boiled put in the violets; stir continu- 
ally until the sugar granulates, then take 
them up and dry inawarm oven. Rose

expire forever. Great was the exultation 
and wild the enthusiasm produced among 
our neighbors by the dignified oc 
of the British Government. One of 
the finest frigates in the French navy, the 
Belle Poule, was fitted out with a chapelle 
ardente to receive the remains, and to 
command her was appointed the sailor son 
of Louis Phillippe, the still-li¥ing Prince 
de Joinville. he Belle Poule and her 
consorts set sail for St. Helena; but, curi- 
ously enough, when the Prince reached 
the rock he found that the intelligence had 
arrived, by a vessel swifter than his own, 
that serious political complications had 
arisen between France and England, and 
that war was imminent. Hus mission, 
however, had to be accomplished. The 
coffin was disentombed; it was opened, 
and the body it contained was at once 
identified by the old attendants of the 
Emperor, by Gens. Bertrand and Gou- 
ud, by Count Marchand, the Emperor's 
ormer valet de chamber, and by his 
maitre d’hotel, his stud-groom, and 
his cook. meen 9 were all startled, 
et sad! satisfied b the spec- 
acle which they behel There was 
dead Cwsar turned to ye in his 
habit as he lived; the lace and buttons on 
the uniform had gone black, the thread 
with which the gloves and boots had been 
sewn had rot ; but otherwise there was 
littlé change. The face was in a wonder- 
ful state of preservation; the silver vase 
containing the heart was intact. The at- 
terdants knelt and wept; a brief prayer 
was said by the ecclesiastics present; and 
the coffin was rapidly closed lest the air 
should sweep the still recognizable

ust. 

In the middle of October, 1840, the ex- 
pedition sailed for France.

istance was visible slowly sweeping 
through the great Arch of Triumph, the 
monument of his victories, the head of 
the fuperal cortege. On it came—in- 
fantry by the division, cavalry by the 
brigade. artillery by battery after battery 
—onward came the entire crew of the 
Belle Poule, their commander. the Prince 
de Joinville, heading his gallant tars. 
The enormous assemblage looked on with 
fascinated interest, but uttered no word. 
At length came the funeral car, a splendid 
chariot, towering high aloft, and drawn 
by sixteen horses in sumptuous housings 
and nodding plumes; the pall drap- 
ing the bier was of purple velvet, pow- 
dered with the imperial bees; at each cor- 
ner was the imperial eagle. Surmount- 
ing the structure was the coffin, a massive 
chest of ebony, and on the lid lay a cloak, 
a little cocked hat and a swo It was 
the cloak of Marengo; it was the hat of 
Jena; it was the sword of Austerlitz. And 
when the multitude saw this sight. and 
the cords of the pail held by the old com- 
rades and the old servantsof the Emperor 
and King, they burst into one great 
thunderous, ringing shoutof Vive Em- 
pereur!“ It was caught up in the palace; 
it crossed the bridge: it ran like the 
Greek fires along the quays; it rebounded 
to the courtyard of the Invalides and into

A New Process Whereby Nature's Tints 
Are Reproduced, 


From the London Times. 

Another process for produ colored 
photographs without the aid artists’ 
work, in the ordinary sense of the term, 
is being introduced in 3 or photog- 
ey: This system originated with M. 
Cellerier, but has been developed and per- 
fected by Mr. E. W. Parkes. Inthe 
Cellerier process the ne 
taken by the camera in 
nary way and on ordinary plates. The 
picture is then transferred to glass by the 
carbon or other similar process, and ap- 
pears as a positive on a very fine trans- 

rent film. The negative can be used 

or the production of an indefinite num- 
ber of pictures just as in ordinary photo- 
phy. So far the Cellerier and the 
arkes processes run pallallel. For color- 
ing however, M. Cellerier takes a careful 
sketch or tracing of the subject on a sheet 
of specially prepared paper. This 
sketch is next colored in flat 
tints by the brush, and the sketoh is then 
caused to adhere tothe back of the posi- 
tive film. The paper is then carefully re- 
moved and the color is found to have be- 
come transferred tothe film. A backin 
of paper or cardboard is then fixed behin 
the positive, and the film is cut round to 
the size of the cardboard, which, upon 
being removed, is found to have the col- 
ored photographic picture mounted on its 
face. The improvement effected by Mr. 
Parkes relates tothe method of coloring,

Chinese Tea Has to Go to the Wall Before 
the Better Article From India. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

A Hankow letter of May 16 says: The 
tea market was opened on the 9th b 
Russians. The crop both of Hankow an 
Kiukiang teas the worst ever known, 
there being absolutely no fine tea. Busi- 
ness is almost entirely confined to the 
Russians, only seventeen crops of Hankow 
tea having been bought for London, pur- 
chases for that market being mainly con- 
fined to Ningchows and Keemens, but the 
total business thus far is quite insignifi- 
cant aud not 12 to fill one ship. 

Prices paid by buyers for Russia are 
fully five taels above the limits generally 
sent from London. It has naturally hap- 
pened that settlements have been small, 
and, taking the intrinsic quality of the 
leaf into account, the prices are little less 
than those paid last season. Arrivals are 
very heavy, the estimated unsold stock 
being 350,000 half chests. 

The crisis that has been so long impend- 
ing inthe China tea trade seems at last 
to have arrived, and the native tea pack- 
ers, who have been living upon the

diet of visitors, the cut of clothing worn, the 
beverages to be consumed, and they can regu- 
late the late hours of inhabitants in the most 
approved Puritan styie. Those who do not 
care to conform to ideas of the Asbury Park 
providers can take their sea air and salt water 
at some more congenial place. Nevertheless 
the establishment of a color line at Asbury 
Park sets a bad example. To expela Hindoo 
Theosophist, or to shut the gates on a peripa- 
tetic proselyting agnostic, may not be ob- 
jected to, seeing that the aim of the Asbury 
Park community ie to advance the denomina- 
tional religion; but to prociaim that negroes 
are not in every sense the equal of white peo- 
ple is to reflect upon the M. E. Church, which 
has always stood as the champion of civil, 
religious and race equality. 

Certainly Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, will 
not overlook this incident. Ifa religious cor- 
poration in the North proclaims that negroes 
who work honestly for a living are not entitled 
to air themselves where white people congre- 
gate, what are we to expect in the South, 
where more or less race prejudice exists, and 
from natural causes? Is this not ona par with 
im Crow’’ cars on the Southern railways, 
and does it not emanate from the same unrea- 
soning prejudice?

Albert Edward’s sons must have relished 
the sarcasm of the Dublin Irishmen who told 
them that Ireland ‘‘enjoyed the blessings of 
just laws, true liberty, and constitutional gov- 
érnment’’ during their grandmother’s reign? 
A very large number of the statutes which 
‘prevailed during the first thirty of the fifty 
years, and which were vigorously enforced, 
have been repealed during the last twenty 
years as oppressive, unjust and iniquitous.

The jails of Ireland and Her Majesty's penal 
colonies have been the homes of Irishmen 
convicted of political offenses during most of 
the fifty years—and during thirty-five years of 
Victoria’s reign the Constitution nas béen 
suspended in the Greén Isle. The Princes ap- 
pear to have been ignorant of these facts. It 
was probably to demogstrate that ignorance 
that the Irish Tories presented the lying ad- 
dress referred to.

The Senate insisted upon the original bill, 
and by the arguments of certain local dealers 
in pure lard the influence of the adulterators 
was overcome in the House. The State of 
Illinois has several laws by which the adulter - 
ation of lard is clearly forbidden, and the 
penalties provided are heavy. But no one 
seems to have thought that these laws should 
be enforced in Chicago. 


Punish the Sharps.

If there is to be immunity for bribe-givers 
the evil is not to be checked. The imprison- 
ment of afew men who may have yielded to 
temptation, the disgrace of their families, 
and the destruction of their business do not 
concern the sleek capitalist and schemer 
whose atms they have unlawfully advanced. 
He assumes that they take that risk. In short, 
he pays them for it, It they are caught, that 
is their own affair. He bas rarely been dis- 
turbed. Really, the worst man in the corrupt 
coterie, the most dangerous man and the 
man whose condign punishment would 
almost justify the enlargement of all his tools, 
he bas usually gone scot free, and society has 
contented itself with a few victims from 
among the men who were already the victims 
ofa scoundrel too plausible and too corrupt 
for them to withstand.

A Verdict Set Aside. 


Judge Lubke has set aside the verdict of 
$4,000 recently returned by a jury in court 
No. 1, in the damage suitot F. W. Bedard 
against the Lindell Railway Company. This 


was a claim for personal injuries sustained in 
a collision of a Lindell car with a Cable car at 
the Morgan street crossing of Vandeventer 
avenue. The Court grants a new 

on the ground that the verdict was 
excessive, not warranted by the proof and 
says: ‘The Court regrets the necessity of set- 
ting aside the verdict, because in ail other 
respects the case was carefully, fairly and 
correctly tried. 2 the matter of as- 
sessing damages is peculiarly the province of 
the jury, it is nevertheless the Court’s duty 
upon a first trial,asin the case at bar, to set 
aside the finding if it exceeds the measure 
furnished by the substantial evidence in the 
case. If, however, upon a second trial 
the same result is reached by another 
jury the Court must give way and 
let the verdict stand. The Court holds that 
the evidence did not justify an assessment of 
more than $1,500 damages if the finding upon 
the other issues in the case was for the plain- 
tiff. The discrepancy between that ficure and 
the verdict, $4,000, is so great that the verdiet 
cannot be cured by a remittitur.’’
